Meoting In 
ting: 

A largo and influential mecting of the 
ratepayora of tho Townsbip of Huntingdon 
was bold in the Town Hall, on Friday, the 
4th ivet., for tho purposo of discussing the 


propriety of granting a bonus to the pro- 
posed Belleville & North Hastings Railway. 
Bosides tho resident ratopayera there were 
seyeral other prominent gentlomen present: 
Among them were Mr, Lloyd of the firm of

Pardee & Lloyd ; Mr, Wood, the President 
of the Company ; Mr. Falkinor,ite Solicitor ; 
and Mr, Burdett and Dr, Boulter, two of 
its Directors, The Reeve having briefly 
stated the object of the meeting, called on 
Mr, Wood to addroga the meeting, which 
ho did in a telling specch, which had its 
effect in disabusing many minds who were 
prejudiced against Railroad expenditure 
and partioularly granting Bonus, He first 
showed tho difference botween agricultural 
and miolog operations, ho was aware there 
were people who would not agree to any 
project. Ho was there for two purposes, 
One to represent the Company, and that of 
being Individually intereated in the project 
of a railway. He had no design to 
misrepresont the action of the Company, 
He spoke moat favorably of Messrs, Pardee 
& Lloyd, who are rated as very wealthy 
capitalists, and theic commercial abilities 
were a good guarantea of their ability to 
carry out the enterprise, He said the ad-~ 
vantage of a railway in moving the products 
of the country was very great. Ho drew 
a comparison between railroads and be- 
tween our gravel roads and our old mud 
roads, and then gave an outline of the 
opposition the promoters of the gravel 
roada met with at the time of their inaugu. 
ration, but the objectora yielded, and who 
does not now appreciate the benefit and 
pleasure derived from the gravel roads. 
Railfoads, ho said, are educators, and men 
are public educators, People move much 
faster than formerly, When he was in New 
York, he looked down Broadway, and eaw 
the people moving 1n vast crowds, every 
one on some business ; and very soon after- 
wards he was moving along in the crowd, 
A railroad makes commerce easy, it brings 
amongst ue trading characters, for people 
will follow a railroad which becomes so 
many arteries tothe public in carrying on 
business, Rallroads aro a vecessity. It we 
don’t have railroads our people will move 
off to where they can enjoy the advantages 
and comforts of life. In reference to the 
railroad in view, he considered it an 
adyantago to Hastings as shown from a 
Map that the intended course of the road 
was principally through the centre of the 
Township. 


Mr. Newton a ratepayer disputed the corw 
rectness of his sasertion,and contended that 
the road was not of any importance or 
benefit to the Township. 


Mr. Woop replied that there wore some 
people who think where they liye is the 
only-place in the world, What he thought 
was that one’s geltishness should not pre- 
dominate so far as to prevent others of a 
real benefit. 


Mr. 81LL8 asked what lots ia the Town- 
abip the road would rua through. 


Mr, Woop pointed out a second time on 
the map where the road would start trom, 
anc the concessions and lote it would pass 
through, remarkiog that he was aware 
things would occur in connection with auch 
an undertaking that would not meet every 
onea views,but after ail,the road was going 
to be a reality,running about fourteen miles 
through Huntingdon, giving the Township 
the advantage of at least two stations on 
the Jine ; that the road would be built 
chiefly to carry off the iron from the mines 
and any freight offered onthe line, He 
never fora moment doubted the people’s 
right to object, but he liked to discuss the 
question with objectors; it was joint 
action that was wanted in all such 
projects, He asked what sort of echoola 
would we have to-day, it the objectors 
to build good school houses, which are 
not few, could carry their point? Simply, 
no echools at all; we are only stewards 
and if we retard the progress of ao impor- 
tant a movement we will be responsible for 
the results. In Huntingdon the people can 
utilize their labor and gaye a large expen- 
diture on the gravel road from Madoo to 
Belleville, which anoually costa about 
$2,000 for repairs, in consequence of the 
large amount of cheese,and produce car- 
tied over the road to Belleville. If we got 
railroad it would cost one-fourth of that 
amount to keep the road in repair, His 
Own views were, that io the absense of o 
railroad, the lumber of the backwoods 
would find an outlet in some other direo- 
tion. In closing a lengthy speech, of which 
this is but a short synopsis, he stated that 
the whole length of the line would be 
some 24 miles at a cost of from $18,000 to 
$20,000 per mile, and that the cost of the 
road, including a heavy expense of bridg- 
iog at Hog Lake, would be about half a 
million of dollars, 


* Mr. Bunperr, one of the provisional 
directors next addressed the jmeeting. He 
anid the best evidence they could have of 
the success of the project, waa the large 
and respectable attendance on this occas« 
fon, He had heard the question of rail« 
ronda argued ever tince he was # school 
boy. He looked favorably on the seheme 
of building the proposed railway ; it was 
based on sound principles. He intended 
taking stock in it in the interests of Belle- 
ville, at the same time be was not merely 
looking at the benefit to Belleville, but 
that of the whole County of Hastings. The 
Grand Trunk had cost millions of money, 
and a great many bad meditated ite ruin 
and feilure, but he would like to kuow 
who now would like to see it suppressed, 
or shut up, or would not éven give more to 
it on account of its commercial value to the 
County and the world at large. Mr. Bur- 
det here referred to bis recent tour to the 
Went, and his feeling at seeing many of 
his Canadian countrymen and boys, who 
Wore forced to leave their Canadian homes 
for want of sufficient employment, at hard 
ond slavish work, bia heart had recoiled 
and he thought more than ever of the com- 
forts of home, He liked bis home better 
alter being in the West, and he hoped to 
be an old man and die in Belleville. But 
4s to the quostion of granting bonuses to 
Rallroads, he was aware of the objections 
made of raising the taxes, whieh he re- 
polled, Dy sayiog you will get your monoy 
back, You will have stations on the 
road that will induce people to come and 
sottle here, and make property more val. 
uable, In Bolloville they bad granted a 
bonus of $60,000 to the Grand Truok, 
whiob they expected back, togethor with 
all the advantages accruing from iho in- 
crenso of population, &o., aod from his 
experience in Municipal matiers, be koow 
wo!l that timo was money.

fires, 

Near Hilledale,a schoo! house and several 
barna were destroyed, 

Orangeville was threatened on the 16th 
inst., the village being enveloped in amoke 
and bespattered With ashes, Business was 
entirely suspended, all tho oltizens being 
engaged in fighting the flames, Some barns 
in the vicinity were destroyed, 

In Amearith some barns were burned, 

Nearly half of the village of Amberly 
was destroyed on bho 18th inat., theefire 
entering the village from the Ashfield side, 
burning several houses, 

A number of buildioge were burned in 
Soutbampton, 

Large qasntities of valuable timber, 
cordwood, tan bark, &o,, wore burned in 
the violnity of Goderich, 

In London Township great bavoc+has 
been oaused by tho fires, and a large 
amount of proporty, tocluding dwellings 
and baros, wae destroyed, A man named 
Longford was burned to dontb, 

BAvoral barne in thy vieinity of Cooke. 
town wero burned with their contents. 

In the country about Kiocardiae, whole 
forests have been destroyed and several

This is the ‘sole ex- 
pression the boys \have been known to 
make, but the girl seems to be much more 
intulligeot and can apesk common words, 
though she knows nothing of the ways ot 
civilized life. They prefer raw edibles to 
cooked food, and have only lately taken to 
eating at table, At firet they greedily de- 
youred raw cabbage leaves, and turnips;

Appeals against the correctness of the 
Votors’ List of the Township of Madgo, 
haying been made by both parties, Judge 
Lazisn proceeded on Fridoy and Saturday 
Inat with tho revision of the list, There are 
some incidents connected with this inves~ 
tigation whioh call fora notice as exemphi- 
fying the tactica of the ‘* party of purity,” 
Tho Grits, we are assured, after the Voters’ 
List bad been posted up by the Olork, ox. 
preased themselves as perfectly satisfied 
with it; and that those expressions became 
louder and more vehement, as the thirty 
days allowed by law for appoala drew near 
to a close, expressing a desire to allow tho 
lists to remain as they were on condition 
that the Conservatives would do the same. 
Their over anxicty created suspicion of 
their honesty, and consequently they were 
watched; and as anticipated,on the last day 
for serviog the notices one of the party was 
seen weoding biv way to tho residence of 
the Olerk, and it was soon ascertained thot 
objections had been fyled aginst forty-nioe 
Uonservalive names upon the roll. Tho 
Conservatives at once handed io their list 
objecting to about an equal number of Grit 
names, who they contended were placed 
improperly upon the soll, 

Madoc is not the only place where theGrits 

played the game of entering into tacit 
agreement to allow the list to remain as 
assessed, and then,at the last moment, break 
it.
